Will Benefit Peanuts 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—A4) 
The senate today approved an 
amendment to the agricultural ad- 
justment act extending the bene- 
fits of that law to peanuts. 

The amendment, proposed by Sen- 
ator Byrd, democat, Virginia, was 
tacked on the Jones-Connally bill, 
making dairy and beef cattle basic 
commodities subject to A. A. A 
benefits. 

To increase prices, rocessing

“I do not favor a 
commission form of government, but 
unless we reduce the present unwieldy 
council and begin functioning as 4a 
governing body should, a commission 
form of government, of from five to 
seven members. will be forced on us 
by an irate citizenry. 

“The time has come for the At- 
lanta government to change itself or 
be changed. If we do our work vol- 
untarily and effectively, the mayor- 
council form will be retained, If we 
fail to do that, it is doomed. 

“Abolition of the aldermanic board 
would work no great hardship. It is 
superfluous and should be abolished. 
A small council could expendite gov- 
ernmental functions, accelerate ac- 
tion and would be, more responsive 
to the people as a whole, That is what 
citizens are demanding of govern- 
ments. 

“Under our present system, we have 
a committee form of government. Phe 
council is so large that it is manda- 
tory that we delegate matters to com- 
mittees in order to get anything done. . 
A smaller council could consider all 
matters and would do so with more 
sympathy than is now given them.” 

The present council has 39 mem- 
bers, one from each ward as an al- 
derman, and two from each ward as 
councilmen. Millican’s plan would pro- 
vide a council elected as aldermen are 
now—one from each of the 13 wards, 
but elected by the vote of the entire 
city.

Maddox and Megee are in charge 


the department, and in a little more 
than two years have been directly re- 
sponsible for saving the lives of mofe 
than 100 persons. 

The reseue work of the two men 
is largely done with an H. & H. in- 
halator. which apparatus practically 
brings back the dead with ‘life-saving 
oxygen. 

Bobbie Sills, 7-week-old son of Mr. 
and Mre. W. G. Sills, of 974 Maul- 
din street, is alive today because of 
the work of Maddox and Megee. 

The infant was stricken with dou- 
ble pneumonia during the last few 
days of February and at 10 o’clock 
on the night of March 1 Maddox was 
called by the distraught parents to 
come with a supply of oxygen. 

The fireman found the child almost 
dead when he arrived. There was no 
apparent respiration and the heart 


was beating so faintly it could not 


be detected. As a matter of routine 
Maddox applied the inhalator and in 
20 minutes the child was breathing 
more easily. 

Tater in the night Maddox was 
called again. Two tanks of oxygen 
were given little Bobbie within sey- 
eral hours and for several days he 
constantly breathed it.

The appa- 
ratus, which is expensive, was pur- 
chased by the city and a store of 
oxygen is constantly on hand at the 
fire department. 

Not only do civilians receive the 
benefit of this remarkable machine but 
also firemen. Maddox and Megee 
have both administered to the fire- 
fighters when they were overcome by 
the gaseous fumes of smoke and have 
revived a number of firemen who 
were strangled into unconsciousness 
by gasses freed in explosions in 
fires. 

On the day of the explosion at the 
Loeb-Apte Company, June 10, 1933, 
in which three men were killed and 
others injured, the two men gave 


to Fireman Wallace, both of whom 
were overcome while seeking to aid the 
badly injured men trapped in the 
basement of the building on Produce 
Row. 

The service of the inhalator is free 
to the public and many are the calls, 
night and day, for Maddox and Megee 
to come on an errand of mercy. 

Death takes a holiday if they are 
called in a reasonable time and many 
of their rescues are miraculous. 

“One of our hardest cases was that 
of little Janice Abrams, 20 months 
old, who fell in the fish pool,’ Mad- 
dox- said Thursday. 

“She was visiting with her mother, 
Mrs. Clayton Abrams, of Alabama, at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. H. L. 
Mask, of 1430 West View drive, S. 
W., last summer. She was playing 
in the yard and was not missed for 
some time,” he said.

MISSISSIPPI HOUSE

sales through state-controlled stores

In spite of a hostile bloc, the sup- 
porters of Governor Peery, of Vir- 
ginia, rammed his million-dollar tax 
bills for schools through the senate. 
The house already had approved it. 
The governor said the new revenue 
was needed to assure a minimum 
school term. 

Advocates of lower-priced automo- 
bile tags in South Carolina won a 
two-year fight when the house agreed 
to a conference report to cut the cost 
of licenses by 50 per cent next year.

Austria 

Three distinct plans exist as to the 
future of Austria. First, there is the 
plan of Hitler to annex the country 
to the German reich, which is the 
most logical and not Hitler’s idea at 
fall. The union of diminutive Austria, 
which can at best exist but with the 
greatest difficulty, with Germany 
wces advocated by all German states- 
men—and by Austrians since the 
war. The second plan is that of the 
French general staff. ‘Link Austria 
with Bavaria and create a south Ger- 
man confederation in the face of Prus- 
sia. This plan would involve a mili- 
tary intervention by France, a march 
across Bavaria and a proclamation of 
the united south German kingdom 
under Crown Prince Ryuppeecht, of 
Bavaria. 

This kingdom would be a sort of 
vassal-state to France, in holding 
north Germany in check. Mussolini 
has an entirely different project in 
mind. He does not like to see Austria 
swallowed up by Germany. This 
“would mean that he would have Hit- 


ler as a next-door neighbor. He likes 
Hitler well enough to be sure, but at 
a distance. Mussolini would like to 
see Austria linked with Hungary un- 
der a Hapsburg monarch. This new 
‘Austro-Hungarian state would be an 
ally of Italy, or rather a vassal state 
also under protection of the Duce 
himself. Those are the three conflict- 
ing plans of outsiders. 

“here is a fourth plan: that of 
Chancellor Dollfuss. He wants to 
leave things as they are. Ultimately 
the Hitler plan will prevail. It may 
take some time to materialize, but 
in the end it must come about. After 
all, the Austrians are Germans and 
there can be no legitimate opposition 
to their desire to be together. How- 
ever, at present the Austrians prefer 
to remain apart. They are nearer to 
the German border than we are and 
they have seen more of what is going 
on in Hitler’s Germany. 


What to Write. 


The Constitution readers must 
think occasionally, and especially of 
late, that I am far too serious, too 
gloomy, and I admit that there is 
little hilarity in these notes, but I 
can’t see that I should “dress the 
world up prettily” at a moment when 
I am aware of a great disquietude all 
around me.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 8.— 
The church should make its influence 
felt in “all social and political issues 
that have moral implications,’ Mrs. 
J. W. Downs, home mission secretary 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
South, told the missionary council of 
the denomination tonight in its 24th 
annual convention. 

“We cannot follow Christ in church 
and turn our back on Him in con- 
gress,’ Mrs. Downs said» “The vital 
spiritual forces must be related to 
the civic life of the nation.

Mrs. J. W. Perry, of Chattanooga, 
president of the council, in her ad- 
dress this afternoon, told the council 
that the spirit of co-operation among 
churches was “one of the most sig- 
nificant aspects of the Christian en- 
terprise. ... The keynote of the new 
home mission program is co-operation 
among the denominations, for chang- 
ing conditions in America make im- 
perative the impact of the united 
forces of Christianity.”

of the NRA meetings is being held in the auditorium 
of the department of commerce building. The department of com- 
merce building is a magnificent block of stone and bronze gates 
whichs was built by Mr. Hoover-in a time of great optimism, Its 
corridors would be suitable for indoor distance running if.the turns 
were banked and the office numbers run up into four figures. The 
lobby is big enough for a hockey rink. and the auditorium, which 
occupies a comparatively small space off the lobby, is a rectangu- 
lar room as graceful as a crate, with seats for about 2,500, paneled 
with wood halfway up.

in the course of a day. It would be very depressing to Mr. Hoover 
to walk through his beautiful commerce building nowadays and 
notice the change. :

BIG STAGE The auditorium has a big, square stage with an 

- art map of the world painted on the three walls 
above the wood paneling. There is a row of expensive blue-leather 
conference chairs along the walls, and in the middle of the stage 
are two tables with microphones on them. Mr. Robert W. Lea, 
the deputy administrator, sits at one of the tables and runs the 
meeting, which is attended by a full house. Smoking is permitted, 
so the atmosphere is stuffy and some of the businessmen seem 
drowsy as they sit and listen to a continuous tale of woe. 


One brisk young man hops up on the stage, stretches out his 
neck toward the microphone and explains that it is just impos- 
sible to guarantee any wages at all to the kind of salespeople who 
peddle goods in the house-to-house line, because so many of these 
people work only in their spare time and so many of them also 
handle half a dozen kinds of merchandise. Yet, other firmsem- 
ploying outside salesmen who make a regular business of selling 
and handle only one line, are asked to guarantee their men a mini- 
mum wage. So you have one of those jams right there. If you 
compel our bustling young friend on the platform to pay his part- 
time salespeople a minimum wage you will put his kind of business 
house out of business, and that, he adds, with a snort and a glare 
out over the crowd, is precisely what the big retail drygoods people 
want to do! 


OPINIONS ‘What kind of merchandise is he interested in?” 

“{ am,” he explains, “Ralph E. James, of the 
corset and brassiere code authority,” and a snigger runs over the 
attendance, interspersed with whispered exclamations of “‘O, boy!” 
and “‘No wonder they work for nothing.’’ 


Then another one gets up and hollers murder because the gov- 
ernment wants the construction business to raise wages and re- 
duce the hours at the same time that the government is carrying 
on construction work at short wages and inferior pay. Then a dark, 
gloomy businessman takes a yank at his necktie and orates into the 
microphone that the sand, gravel and slag business can’t raise any- 
body’s pay now because they depend on the construction business, 
which is virtually out of business. Why, they can’t even go on 
paying their present fixed scale. Because, he says, they are paying 
these present fixed wages out of their rapidly depleting capital. 

Everything sounds very discouraging, and a party feels-like 
chucking the whole business and wrapping up a bunch of sand- 
wiches and just going off fishing somewhere to get away from it 
all, when a cynical young man at the press table grinds his cigaret 
out on Mr. Hoover’s expensive hardwood floor and says, ‘“‘Throw 
that poor employer out, he is busting my heart,’ 

The employers sitting around are not the country club type 
of American businessmen, but the baggy-suit kind, with scrubby 
mustaches and neckwattles and pouches under their eyes. They 
have more the small-town, Lion’s club appearance than the well- 
pressed, whisky-and-soda outwards of the high-power executive. 
Well, there was one little bunch of the prosperous, close-barbered 
kind sitting together amid the jumble of worrying businessmen, 
looking very expensive and confident, and they were pointed out 
as the textile people, the kind who work the child labor. 

But they keep on grinding along, hour after hour, knowing, of 
course, that the best businessman is the Dne who makes the most 
money out of the people who work for him and asking themselves 
not to make so much money So that the people who do this work 
will have more money to spend for the stuff they have to sell. 
It is like asking a maa in a fight not to hit too hard, and the re- 


sult is a feeling of puzzlement and doubt.

Allotment Discrimination _ 
Denied by Rep. Bankhead 


‘Alabama Solon Calls Re- 
ported Charges From 
Georgia Growers “In- 
‘spired Propaganda.” 


WASHINGTON, March 8.-——Reprc- 
sentative William B. Bankhead, of 
Alabama, joint author with his 
brother, Senator John HI. Bankhead, 
of the pending. cotton control legisla- 
tion, today denied reports from Geor- 
gia that the measure imposes any dis- 
crimination against cotton growers of 
the state.» 

“Apparently,” he ‘said, “such re- 
ports, which have been’ reaching me 
ever since my brother and I intro- 
duced identic bills in the senate and 
house, are nothing more or less than 
inspired pronaganda aesigned to de- 
feat any legislation lookimg to the 
rejuvenation of the cotton industry. 
For instance, it has come to my at- 
tention that, if passed, my bill would 
give Texas 50 per cent of the southern 
crop and Texas and Oklahoma to- 
gether 60 per cent of the crop. Noth- 
ing could be more ridiculous.” — 

The Alabama representative ex- 
plained that section 4 of his bill pro- 
vides the allotment of cotton shall be 
apportioned among the states aecord- 
ing to the average production of the 
states during the five crop years pre- 
ceding passage of the act. : 

“And,” he continued, “in testimony 
given before the house committee on 
agriculture, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace presented a table showing the 
relative amounts expressed in percen- 
tages produced by the various cotton 
producing states during the 10-year 
period. 1924-33,. the five-year period, 
1929-38. and the five-year period, 
1928-32.” 

Based upon the average production 
figures for the past five crop years, 
Georgia, it was pointed out, would be 
entitled to 8.7 per cent of the total 
cotton crop for the nation, while 
Texas would be entitled to an alloca- 
tion of 31 per cent and Oklahoma 7.8 
per cent. 

For the 10-year 
to 1933, inclusive, 
production averaged 8.2 per cent of 
the national total, and for: the five- 
year period from 1928 to 1932, inclu- 
sive, the state's percentage was 8.5, 
showing that there was little variation 
for the various periods. ‘ 

The following report from the de- 
partment of agriculture shows the 
percentage of production by the other 
southern states during the 1929-33 pe- 
riod, which is the base called for 
under the Bankhead bill: Virginia, 
two-tenths of 1 per cent; North Caro- 
line 5 per cent; South Carolina, 6 per 
cent: Mississippi, 10.4 per cent; Ala- 
‘bama. 8.5 per cent: Arkansas, 9.2 per 
cent: Tennessee, 3.4 per cent; Florida, 
two-tenths of 1 per cent.

Now that the birds are returning 
from their sojourn in the southern 
continent, a few words of insiruc- 
tion on methods of attracting them to 
your dooryard for nesting may be 
timely. 

The first thing that a bird seeks 
is safety. If a returning migrant sees 
that your home lot is safe to nest on, 
that there will be no danger from cats 
and that there is a more or less se- 
cluded tangle in your rose vines, you 
are more than likely to have some 
nesting birds on the place. Safety 
first is not merely a precautionary 
catch phrase. It is the first law of 
wild things; often it is placidly said, 
by those who have never seen an ac- 
tual demonstration of the fact, that 
‘“self-preservation is the first law of 
nature.’ What a bromide! If you 
have ever seen the struggle for exist- 
ence, against animal enemies or the 
exigencies of a pitiless environment, 
such a -colorless phrase becomes ana- 
thema. 

Then you can hang a few strands 
of yarn, or straws, or even excelsior, 
in a eonvenient place. Buildisg ma- 
terials for bird nests may be had for 
the asking. They will cost you noth- 
ing, and it is better that they should- 
n't If you buy fine things, the 
chances are ten to one that the birds 
won’t recognize them as their housing 
materials and will seek the things they 
know already. 

You can hang bird-boxes, if you 
like, but I am very frank in saying 
that most of the bird houses I have 
seen were much too hot, by reason of 
construction or location. I have ac- 
tually seen unpainted tin cans placed 
hopefully in trees, and birds even ai- 
tempted to build in them. Whatever 
eggs were deposited there if any at 
all, were definitely baked by the heat, 
for I have never seen a brood brought 
off in a metal house. 

Then, best of all, provide some food. 
The type of birds that you have on 
the place will determine the sort of 
food. There should also be a bird 
bath and drinking fount for their con- 
venience. 

You must be vigilant, however, and 
be sure that no cats are allowed on 
the place. You can catproof the poles 
that support bird houses, or catproof 
the boles of small trees, or eliminate 
the cats altogether. That, I think, is 
the best method. There is no more 
| tragic thing in the life of a bird colo- 
ny than the death. from any cause,

FORT MYERS, Fla., March 8.— 
(P)—Henry Ford, 70-year-old auto- 
mobile manufacturer, who made a for- 
tune by sticking to one idea, and says 
he is willing to spend his fortune to 
improve that idea, believes the world 
is run by dissatisfied people. 
“President Roosevelt is a dissatis- 
fied man,” said Mr. Ford. “If he was 
not dissatisfied, he would not attempt 


Herculean experiments to improve ex- |- 


isting conditions. If we had not been 


dissatisfied with the first automobiles, | 


they would have been discarded and 


the horse would have taken their 
places. 

“When dissatisfaction leads to im- 
provement in conditions and produces 
a better order of things, it is a good 
thing. That is why I am glad to ob- 
serve that so many people are dissat- 
isfied. Maybe they will do something 
about it. Maybe they will help the 
leaders with vision enough to try to 
build a better world for all people to 
live in. 

“I am glad that people are getting 
over the machine age bugaboo. The 
more we improve machinery, the more 
skilled men are needed to make and 
operate the machines. Better machines 
make better workmen. More skilled 
workmen receive higher wages and 
this improves the scale of living. 

“Labor not capable of growing in 
skill with the efficiency of the ma- 
chines, has no place in modern indus- 
try. These men should go back to the 
country and learn to make their liv- 
ing—become independent and _ self- 
sustaining. 

“The  back-to-the-land movement 
will take care of unskilled labor. It 
will also bring more happiness to a 
skilled laborer who is dissatisfied with 
city life. A. skilled man in the coun- 
try can find plenty of ways to use his 
skill profitably. The person who can’t 
find work in the city is out of place 
in the city. If they cannot find a 


place in the highly specialized indus- | 
try of cities, they will be better off | 
out of the cities. In the country, they | 
un- |

Addressing himself to the question 
from the standpoint of agriculture, 
Wallace said it was “exceedingly de- 
sirable that foreign purchasing power 
for our agricultural surpluses re- 
stored.” 

Wallace said to‘ restore this pur- 
chasing pore: and thereby to increase 
the market for American farm prod- 
uct exports would mean that the crop 
acreage control plan for the admin- 
istration could be dropped. 

“Tf,” he said, “in the judgement 
of the congress it cannot be, we'd like 
to know it so we Gan nerve ourselves 
up to continue’ restricting surplus 
acreage.” 

The agricultural secretary said he

The other one today is im- 
prisoned in a German concentration 
camp.” 

Mr. Van Paassen declared that Eu- 
ropean munitions companies fostered 
the Hitler movement in Germany with 


the hope that it would result in war 
and that the sale of munitions and 
arms would restore prosperity. 

“Every move of the nazi govern- 
ment is made with a view toward war 
at the end of five years,” Mr. Van 
Paassen said. “The nazi. government 
is crushing everything that is good 
in Germany. More than 250,000 of 
the nation’s best citizens have been 
exiled, Catholic church is ¢om- 
ing next. Already 25,000 of Hitler’s 
famous 100,000 storm troops - have 
been imprisoned in concentration 
camps because the seed of revolt had 
been sown among them.”

HAVANA CRPLED 
BY NEW WALKOUT 


Communications System 
Paralyzed as 1,100 Em- 
_ployes Strike. ?. 


HAVANA, March 8.—(/)—With 
island's most -important communica- 
tions system—the Americangwned 
Cuban Telephone Company—paralyzed 
by a strike of employes, a high gov- 
ernment, official announced tonight. 
that all strikes will be breken “with 
full army protection,” if -necessary. 

However, officials moved to. put a 
quick end to the walkout of 1,100 


employes of the telephone. concern, 
and to settle the dockworkers’ strike 
by arbitration, if possible, without .re- 
sorting tq other means. 

Army Protection Planned. 

The government plans to .use the 
army to give protection where needed 
should a general strike develop, Of- 
ficials. hope to avert a general strike 
by settling the differences ‘of the 
strikers quickly. 

The ‘aleikieen walk-out was sudden 
and without warning. It silenced 33,- 
000 telephones on Havana and another 
6,000 in the provincial area. The six 
radio stations and ‘wires serving bro- 
kers were closed down. The corpora-: 
tion is valued at $28,000,000 

The company has been studying a 
group of six demands of the workers, 
but the workers apparently decided 
not to continue dealing with the com- 
pany’s labor department. 

It was feared that widespread dis- 
orders might accompany the telephone 
strike in the interior. 

Faced with the fact that a general 
strike was practically responsible for 
the downfall of the government of for- 
mer President Gerardo Machado, the 
Mendieta forces called an emergency 
meeting of all parties involved in the 
dockworkers’ strike. 

Politics in Background. 

The political situation was pushed 
into the background in view of the 
seriousness of the labor problems. 

Some officials seemed confident that 
the telephone and dock strikers would 
be settled tonight, but there was no 
assurance that telephone service would 
be restored immediately. 

Reports said that it would take sev- 
eral weeks to restore normal service. 
even if the workers returned to their 
jobs, because the strikers allegedly re- 
moved certain essential equipment and 
short-circuited some lines when they 
walked out. 

A general strike effort in Camaguey 
failed when taxi drivers, clerks and 
other employes quit the syndicate 
which called the strike. They were 
aiding the army in operating North 
Cuba and Consolidated railroad trains. 

Other trouble in the country in- 
cluded the slaying of Juan F. Giueroa, 
new chief of Sanitation at Cienfuegos. 
He was shot and killed just as he was 
taking the oath, and the city was 
thrown into confusion.

This is beauty facial No. 3. You 


can hear about them all and take 
your choice I know by personal ex- 
perience that a facial that one woman 
likes another woman does not like at 
all, That’s why I am giving you a va- 
riety of home facials. Often business 
women—and most women seem to be 
business women today—intend to get 
to a beauty parlor and don’t quite 
make it, so rather than go out look- 
ing tired and frayed (and no one 
excuses this appearance today) they 
give themselves a quick facial for 
whatever the special occasion may be. 

No. 3. This is for the woman who 
wouldn’t think of giving herself a 
facial without a soap-and-warm-wa- 
ter wash first. She should do that 
with a pure soap—any one she pre- 
fers. Then while her face is still 
pepped up from the wash she should 
apply a fine, pure rich cream, I can 
tell you. the one I used with this 
treatment if you are interested. Pat 
the cream in gently. Always pat 
cream in and always do it gently. 

Now if you have a.few minutes 
to spare leave the cream on. Take 
two pads of cotton and take what I 
think is one of the finest eye lotions. 
Tip the bottle to the cotton pads 
and soak them, Lie down, leaving’ the 
cream on your face and the pads of 
wet cotton over your eyes. 

When you cold cream your face 
don’t put the cream so near the eyes 
that it gets into them. It’s a most 
uncomfortable feeling, and if the 
cream has bleaching qualities it usu- 
ally smarts. Keep it out of your eyes. 

If the cream has got too near the 
eyes, wipe it off with a bit of the cot- 
ton and eye lotion before you apply 
fhe pads. 

The pads won't give you any sensa- 
tion at all about the eyés until they 
have remained on your lids for at 
least two or three minutes. Then you 
will have the fresh feeling that you 
get from menthol—a cooling, sooth- 
ing sensation. Leave them on as long 


as you wish, but don’t take them off 
for at least ten minutes if you can 
spare that much time, 


Now wipe off the cream (gently) 
with tissues, tossing them into the 
waste basket as you use them. 

Use a fine skin-toning lotion that 
closes the pores. It has a little cam- 
phor in it, but it is not drying. Pat 
that on with a bit of cotton. 


When that has dried you can ap- 
ply powder and makeup if you like. I 
don’t. I first use a bit of one of my 
favorite finishing creams. It is hardly 
a cream. I think I'd call it a powder 
base because it has no grease in it. 
It is a mixture with a heavenly odor, 
spicy and fresh. It comes in a tiny 
jar and you always put a few drops 
of water in it after you have used 
some, and put the top on the jar. 
When you want to use it again it is 
of just the right consistency. It is 
used by putting water on the palm 
of the hand and then dipping the 
finger into the tiny jar, getting a dab 
of the mixture. Put that into your 
wet palm and rub your hands together 
then rub the milk-like and exquisite- 
smelling mixture over your face light- 
ly. It gives a wonderful finish and 
dries almost immediately: Of course 
you have already fed the pores with 
cream, so it can’t dry the skin. Then 
put on your makeup, If your skin is 
wery dry use an almost liquid founda- 
tion which contains something to keep 
the skin from drying. 

I’m especially fond of this facial. I 
feel rich and elegant after I use it. 
There is this fresh scent and this 
white, soft look about the skin which 
is unquestionably what every woman 
wants.

ANTI-NAZI CHRISTIANS 
PLEDGE DISOBEDIENEE 


BERLIN, March 8.—(4)—A deter- 
mination to stand together in refus- 
ing obedience to Reichsbishop Ludwig 
Mueller was unanimously voted to- 
night by 600 pastors and laymen, bit- 
ter foes of the bishop's dictatorship in 
Protestant church affairs. 

Calling themselves a “Free Synod,” 
the dissidents approved resolutions de- 
claring their adherence to holy writ 
alone, that the German swastika em- 
blem had nothing in common with 
the cross of Jesus and that worship- 
ping the god of the nazi “world phi- 
losophy” was plain idolatry. | 

They rejected as “heresy . & tenet 
of the nazi German Christians that 
Christ rules only an invisible church. 

Complaints were heard from coun- 
try churchmen that those who dared 
to support their pastors in opposition 
to the nazi Protestant regime were 
subjected to threats by local nazi 
“bosses.” ery 

It was also announced at tonight's

He was one of the counsel for a secre- 
tary of the late Serge Stavisky, one 
Romagnino, now in police custody. 
lhe main police investigation cen- 
tered in the Paris underworld, where 
detectives were looking for a man “in 
a putty-colored overcoat,” believed to 
» the person who bought the knife 
found at the side of the slain Judge 
Albert Prince, key man in the $40,- 


| 000,000 bank scandal. 


The man was reported last seen in 
a bar in Méntparnasse. He also was 
reported to have visited several no- 
torious dives in Montmartre the last 
few nights. 

Police officials also indicated they 


are getting closer to the trail of the 
| Stavisky jewels which, like the slar- 


ing of Judge Prince, play an impor- 
tant part in the investigation of the 
Bayonne pawnshop crash, usually 
known as the Stavisky scandal. 

Judge Prince was poisoned and 
stabbed with a knife on a train be- 
tween Dijon and Paris. He had been 
lured to Dijon by a fake message that 
bis mother was ill. Papers that he 
carried were of the greatest im- 
portance in his survey of the pawn- 
shop case, and these were stolen, it 
was reported then.

Alabama Troops May Be 
Called To Quell Mine 
Labor Troubles. 


By T. M. DAVENPORT. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 8.— 
(?)—Unrest was evidenced in the Ala- 
bama coal fields tonight, with nearly 
8,500 miners idle on strike, and a 
group of national guard officers in- 
vestigating to determine whether 
troops are necessary to maintain or- 
der and protect property. 

The miners have demanded 
“check-off” for union dues. 

Trouble brewed in the Walker coun- 
ty fields, where this afternoon be- 
tween 200 and 300 striking miners, 
armed with shotguns and clubs, ad- 
vanced on the Coal Valley mine of 
the Debardeleben Coal Co., where em- 
ployes remained on the job, demanding 
admittance. 

A plucky mine superintendent, J. B. 
Thomas, reasoned with the group and 
succeeded in getting them to march 
away, after promising them that a 
committee of three accompanied by 
Sheriff A. N. Barrentine, of Walker 
county, would be permitted to address 
the miners tomorrow afternoon. 

It was when this group appeared 
that Sheriff Barrentine and coal oper- 
ators wired Governor B. M. Miller 
at Montgomery that the situation was 
dangerous and troops were neecssary. 

The governor directed Brigadier 
General John C. Persons, here, to send 
a detail of five officers into the area 
to determine if troops were necessary 
to maintain order. 

Colonel Wallace M. Thompson, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel James A. M. Webb, 
Captain Charles Fleming and Lieuten- 
ant Edwin A. Carnes, of the 167th 
infantry, Alabama National Guard, 
were sent to the Walker county zone 
to investigate and Captain Weller 
Smith was sent to Porter, Ala., where 
a tense situation was reported in 
Jefferson county. 

If these officers find the situation 
warrants troops being mobilized, Gov- 
ernor Miller said he would issue the 
necessary orders.
